The Tour and itsResalts. 



Qoremor MoBgrave has jnst oomplet- 
cd a tour of the principal part of the 
Oolony of British Oolambia" The fact 
of His Eroelloncy having, so boou after 
bia arrival, poaetrated into the mont 
remote districts has very natorally giveu 
birth to fresh and lively expect^iious! 
It is not at ul! UDreasonablo that soch 
an iiiustratioD as the Celooy baa just 
' witoessed of the Goveraoi-'et d^termina- 
tiOD to see and judge for bimseirBboald 
inspire an anzions and ioDg*-8Uff0riog 
people with fresh hope, and lead - tbent 
to oonclada that we. have at lust got 
jost iho right sort of man for Goveruor. 
That the people have arrived ut this 
conclueion may readily bo gaibired 
from the various addredses wbicb hnvo 
been^preeeoted to Hio Hzcelien^ at the 
diffeirebt towns, settlements and miuing 
oampa on the Mainlaud. Bat the Co- 
louista will eagerly look for results — 
the fruits of ull this, in practical 
measures of legislation, calculated to re* 
lieve the Colony Irom au oppre.-sive 
Civil JUist, aod in-'plre new life u>(^ 
Ilbertj in the development of its /o- 
Boorces^ Thtro are three d'^J'uC' 
classes of interests which will n^t ^'^^o 
failed to impress themselves "PP" 
-Excellency's altonlioa, during bis tour 
from the seoboard to the lopi-bilis of the 
Booky Monatains: The commercial 
au'd niiiritime {oterests of Yiotoria ; the 
agricnltoral and forest interests of the 
lower and midland districts ; and the 
great mineral interests ol the interior. 
Althoagh in sonoe sense distiuot, those 
ioteroBts are bo dovetailed together thut 
one cannot suffer without all suffering 
with It, any mora than one can flouribh 
without all beine relatively benefited. 
PonbtlesB His Excellency will also have 
been impressed with the fact that each 
and everyone of ihebe interosts are 
Boffering, and that each demunds legis- 
lative and Executive relief. The com> 
merbe of Victoria is bide^boaod and 
fettered, and asks to be set free. The 
agricultural interests are nnappreciatx 
ed and are, for the moat part, treated 
with chilling neglect. The lumber in- 
teretts are stunted for want of local cu- 
icoturagement.and free entry into Galifor* 
nia.i.Tbe mining inierestB languish for 
lack :0f' water. Tbe law, as regardu 
water-ditches, must be liberalised, und 
encoaragement must be f;iven to devel- 
ope ''The Meadows" on William Creek, 
by combined effort; while a«0DUes 
must be opened - up Bo as to enable our 
own people to command tbe trade of 
tbe Sonibern mines. These bubj'^cts 
will present to His Excellency a field 
Butiiuiently wide tor the eseroise of all 
his administrative powers ; aud they 
will afford sufficient work for the Legis- 
lative Cuuucil, The people will look tor 
early resnltv. With awouderful amount 
ofpaiience tbey have waited year alter 
yiii. aii'd 8e«Bi0D after seB^ioo; and 
now that a genilemau of colonial ex- 
perience and, appurentiy, possessed ol 
energy and decision of cbuiacter sufB i- 
ent to torn i bat exptnenco to practi- 
cal aucouDt, has, happily, been plact-d 
at-the bead ot afiairs, the colonists will 
look for early fruit. They ure reason- 
able, and will not expect the Governor 
to work miruclea ; but they will expect 
bim to administer the bffairs ot the 
Celouy in the interest of iho [ eoplo, iu' 
Biead of, as hiitieno, in ibat of the gov- 
erning cUsses. Tbey will vzpeot him to 
Bdod down to the*LegiBlatore estimates 
and measures which will show a fixed 
purpose to lift this Gne colony out ol 
thai " Sluogh oi Despond" in which a 
long series ot mis-government and con- 
aequeot adversity have sank it. Ho bet< 
ter opponnnity could be presented for 
tbe exercise ot administrative abiliiy ; 
aud the colonists expect that Quvernor 
Musgrave will avail himself of it 
at tbe earlleBi opportunity. Ko Gov 
eroor could well be placed in circum>- 
Btances ot a more trying nature , and 
tbe people strongly nuapeot that His 
Spceliency will prove himself in overy* 
way equal to the ezegeaciea of tbe oo< 
casioa. 

The Victoria Police. 

It is not often that wo feel called 
upon to taSo up tbe pen in defence of 
the pnblic iusliiuiions in this Colony , 
for the simple reason that tho proas and 
the people are for the most part too con- 
servative to indulge in wanton attack. 
We have felt it our duty, however, to 
Bay a word in defence of tbe Yiotoria 
Police against what we oanoct but re- 
gard as an injustiSable attack made in 
the cowardly goisfc of nu anonymous 
letter published in a \ocul print. After 
alluding to several onira^ea tho per- 
petrators of which have, it is claimed, 
""gone unwhipped of justice," iho writer, 
.behind the nom de plumt.oi "Argus" 
'gays : — "What other coDcltiBion <jun 
aj^youe come to, in view of this fact, 
tbau that tbe Police force of Victoria it 
an utterly inefficientinBiitution ? Tliey 
BPem to bo good only for two things, 
and that is to entrap vendors of whisky 
to ludiauB and pick op Jack tars who 
get light aud exceed their time of leave, 
and lock them up aa Etrapglers or do.

The effi- 
ciency of tho Police in "entrapping veu- 
dors of whiskey to Indions" may bo a 
fault in the estimation of "Argus," — it 
is doubtless very inconvenient to some 
poisons— yet we are disposed to think it

much to be regretted ^liat suc^i worda 
were evorpennod, '"'^ still -nofo is it 
to be regretted tho' ""^0" should have 
been found iu tl>8 commLnity willing 
to print them- Did it not Blrike "Ar- 
gus" that ho ^''^ committing a coward* 
ly act in cu'i'iig such imputations upon 
any body "0°! «'»'"efi"y 
ceuling Jimself behind a borrowed 
name ? "Argus" may bo a very honor-. 
ai)lQ ,od courageous man; but tho cir~ 
ouD«tanoeB under which be has chosen 
tr make an attack upon the Police force 
A' the city ore, to employ the mildest 
orms, very unlorlunaie. If lie really 
belicvod what he wrote, why did ho not 
in II munly and open way append bis 
own name to the charge, and thus af- 
ford the members of iho body aspersed 
an opportunity, if ihoy wore so minded, 
of proving at least to hia saiisfactioa 
that they wore no cowards ? Consider- 
ed us ft detectivo force for tho purpose 
of ferreiing out crime in the country 
districts, we are ready to admit the in>' 
effioiency of tbe Police ; but that is no 
fault of their own. They are to be re-^ 
garded na a force for tho snppression of 
disorder and crime in llie city. Tnoso 
duties, we believe, ihey houestly and 
faithfully endeavor to discbarge ; and if 
oocaxionally called upon to go out to tbe 
country they do so for the most part at 
their own charges, and under circum- 
stances scarcely favorable to elbciency 
as deteo'-ivea. The assertion that "one 
real'y efliciunt deteoiivo would be worth 
more than the whole present force put 
together ' id absurd on the face of it. 
No detective, however eCDcient, could 
be omnipresent ; he could pot tven be 
present ia all parts of the city at once, 
much loss in town and country. Ii 
would doubtless suit some people very 
well to have such an arrnngeraent ; but 
wo scarcely think it would conduce to 
law and good oidor. In conclusion, we 
have only to express our regret that 
baob aa attack should have been made 
upon what we believe to be a very dex 
serving body of men, and cspoeially 
that it should hove been made in such a 
way as to iboder it difficult if not im* 
possible for tbe acoased to defend tbem-
